1874,”  they  therefore  declare  the  following  to  be 
the  objects,  articles,  and  conditions  agreeably  to 
which  they  desire  to  be  incorporated  : — 

First. — This  Corporation  shall  be  called  “The 
Germantown  Cricket  Club,”  and  shall  be  lo¬ 
cated  at  Germantown,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Second. — The  object  of  this  Corporation  shall  be 
to  improve,  perpetuate  and  encourage  the  game 
of  Cricket  and  other  athletic  sports. 

Third. — This  Charter  shall  be  perpetual. 

Fourth. — The  number  of  Directors  shall  be  nine, 
and  those  chosen  to  act  for  the  first  year  are  : —

Samuel  Welsh,  Jr.,  Germantown.

Fifth. — This  Corporation  shall  have  power  to 
make  such  By-Laws,  not  in  conflict  with  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  or  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  as  they  may  deem  suitable  for  their  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  the  same  to  alter,  amend,  add  to,  and 
repeal  at  their  pleasure,  and  to  alter  the  same,  and 
in  their  corporate  name  to  have  perpetual  succes¬ 
sion,  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
leaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  and  to  purchase 
or  lease  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  for 
which  they  are  incorporated,  and  to  enjoy  and 
possess  all  the  privileges  and  rights  conferred  upon 
them  by  the  said  Act  of  Assembly  referred  to  in 
the  preamble  to  this  instrument.

BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Name . 

This  Association  shall  be  called  “  The  German¬ 
town  Cricket  Club,”  the  name  adopted  at  its  form¬ 
ation  in  1854,  and  approved  at  its  consolidation 
with  the  Young  America  Cricket  Club,  of  German¬ 
town,  in  1889.  The  property  occupied  by  the  Club 
in  Germantown  shall  be  known  as  Manheim,  and 
the  club  colors  shall  be  dark  blue  and  white. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  President, 
three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
and  a  Board  of  Governors  of  nine  members. 

ARTICLE  III. 

President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  In  his 
absence  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside  ; 
and  in  the  event  of  no  Vice-President  being  present 
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the  Club  or  the  Board  of  Governors  shall  elect  its 
chairman.  The  President,  or  in  his  absence  the 
First  Vice-President,  shall,  with  the  Secretary,  sign 
all  written  contracts  of  the  Club,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  the  Board  of  Governors  or  the 
Club  may  from  time  to  time  assign  to  him. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

First  Vice-President. 

The  First  Vice-President  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  President  when  the  latter  is  absent. 

He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Second  Vice-President. 

The  Second  Vice-President  shall  discharge  the 
functions  of  the  President  in  the  absence  of  the 
President  and  First  Vice-President,  except  that  he 
shall  not  sign  written  contracts. 

He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  Ground  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Third  Vice-President. 

The  Third  Vice-President  shall  discharge  the 
functions  of  the  President  in  the  absence  of  the 
President  and  the  First  and  Second  Vice-Presidents, 
except  that  he  shall  not  sign  written  contracts. 

He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  House  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  He 
shall  conduct  the  correspondence  and  keep  the 
records  of  the  Club.  He  shall,  with  the  President, 
sign  all  written  contracts,  and  shall  be  the  keeper 
of  the  seal  of  the  Club.  He  shall  furnish  the 
Treasurer  with  the  names  of  all  persons  elected  to 
membership  ;  and  shall,  jointly  with  the  Treasurer, 
employ  an  assistant  approved  by  the  Board,  who 
shall  perform  such  clerical  work  as  may  be  assign¬ 
ed  to  him  by  the  Secretary.  The  rate  of  remun¬ 
eration  to  be  paid  the  assistant  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  entrance  fees, 
dues,  and  all  other  revenue  of  the  Club  from  every 
source,  and  shall  deposit  the  same  in  the  name  of 
the  Club,  in  a  bank  approved  by  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee.  He  shall  keep  the  accounts  of  the  Club, 
and  shall  report  thereon  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Governors.  His  accounts  shall 
be  audited  annually  by  a  committee  of  three  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Club — not  members  of  the  Board — ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President.  He  shall  pay  all  bills 
on  the  certificate  of  their  correctness  by  the  Board 
of  Governors,  or  by  the  chairman  of  each  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Board.  He  shall  notify  persons 
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elected  to  membership  of  their  election.  He  shall, 
jointly  with  the  Secretary,  employ  an  assistant  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Board,  who  shall  perform  such  cler¬ 
ical  and  accounting  work  as  may  be  assigned  to 
him  by  the  Treasurer.  The  rate  of  remuneration 
to  be  paid  the  assistant  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be,  ex  officio ,  a  member  of 
the  Finance  Committee. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

Board  of  Governors. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  have 
general  charge  of  the  affairs,  funds,  and  property 
of  the  Club.  They  shall  have  full  power,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the 
Club  according  to  its  Charter  and  By-Laws. 

Sec.  2.  The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secre¬ 
tary,  and  Treasurer  shall  be  members  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  ex  officio. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  meet  once 
a  month,  and  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  or¬ 
der  of  the  President,  or  of  either  of  the  committees 
of  the  Board,  upon  the  written  request  of  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board.  Seven  members  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  submit  at 
each  annual  meeting  a  general  report  of  the  affairs 
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of  the  Club,  with  an  estimate  of  the  receipts  and 
expenses  for  the  ensuing  year,  which  shall  be 
printed  and  distributed  to  the  members  five  days 
before  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  prescribe 
ground  and  house  rules,  and  rules  for  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  strangers  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club. 
They  shall  have  power  to  frame  rules  for  their  own 
regulation  and  government. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Meetings  and  Elections. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting 
of  the  Club  on  the  last  Saturday  of  November,  at 
eight  o’clock  in  the  evening,  when  a  President, 
three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
three  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
three  members  of  the  Committee  on  Admissions 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

The  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary", 
and  Treasurer  so  elected  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year.  The  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernors  and  the  three  members  of  the  Committee 
on  Admissions  so  elected  shall  hold  office  for 
three  years.  Any  vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernors  shall  also  be  filled  by  ballot  at  such  meet¬ 
ing.  A  majority"  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  nec¬ 
essary  to  elect. 

Upon  the  adoption  of  this  By-Law  the  terms  of 
all  the  officers  of  the  Club  shall  expire,  and  the

officers  provided  for  herein  shall  be  elected,  in¬ 
cluding  nine  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 
The  nine  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  so 
elected  shall  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three 
classes  of  three  members  each,  the  terms  of  office 
of  which  shall  be  respectively  one,  two,  and  three 
years  from  December  ist,  1889.  At  the  same  time 
a  Committee  on  Admissions,  to  consist  of  nine 
members,  none  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  shall  be  elected,  who  shall 
divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three  similar  classes. 

Sec.  2.  The  order  of  business  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Club  shall  be  : — 

1.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  and 
of  special  meetings  held  subsequent  thereto. 

2.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

3.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

4.  Reports  of  committees. 

5.  Unfinished  and  referred  business. 

6.  Elections. 

7.  New  business. 

8.  Adjournment. 

This  order  of  business  may  be  changed  at  any 
meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  pres¬ 
ent. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  of  the  Club  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Admissions  shall  hold  office  during  the 
terms  for  which  they  are  elected,  and  until  their 
successors  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 
All  terms  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  December 
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following  the  election,  except  in  the  cases  of  the  of¬ 
ficers  and  the  Committee  on  Admissions  elected 
upon  the  adoption  of  this  By-Law,  whose  terms 
shall  begin  immediately. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  dis¬ 
ability  of  the  President,  or  either  of  the  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents,  Secretary,  or  Treasurer,  the  vacancy  for 
the  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of 
Governors.  If  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the 
Board  of  Governors,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Board  until  the  next  annual  election. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  written  request  of  thirty-one 
members,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Gov¬ 
ernors,  the  President  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Club.  This  request,  as  also  the  notice  of  any 
special  meeting,  shall  state  the  object  for  which  the 
meeting  is  called,  and  no  business  shall  be  trans¬ 
acted  except  as  specified  therein.  Notices  of  any 
meeting,  whether  annual  or  special,  shall  be  posted 
in  the  Club  House  for  one  week  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  meeting.  Thirty-one  members  shall  consti¬ 
tute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Club.  No 
stranger  shall  be  admitted  to  any  business  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  6.  All  annual  and  special  meetings  of  the 
Club  shall  be  held  at  the  Club  House,  unless  other¬ 
wise  directed  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  at 
least  five  days’  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Club 
shall  be  sent  by  mail,  by  the  Secretary,  to  every 
voting  member  of  the  Club. 
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ARTICLE  XI. 

Committees. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  elect 
annually,  from  its  own  number,  a  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  of  which  the  First  Vice-President  shall  be 
chairman  ;  a  Ground  Committee,  of  which  the 
Second  Vice-President  shall  be  chairman  ;  and  a 
House  Committee,  of  which  the  Third  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  shall  be  chairman. 

Sec.  2.  The  Finance  Committee,  under  the  di¬ 
rection  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  Club.  They  shall  recommend  the 
proper  disposition  of  the  surplus  funds  of  the 
Club,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

Sec.  3.  The  Ground  Committee,  under  the  di¬ 
rection  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
shall  have  general  charge  of  the  ground,  build¬ 
ings,  and  other  property  of  the  Club,  and  the 
maintenance  and  keeping  in  proper  repair  of  the 
same.  They  shall  have  power  to  employ  and  re¬ 
move  all  employes  of  the  Club  other  than  those 
in  the  Country  Club  House. 

Sec.  4.  The  House  Committee,  under  the  di¬ 
rection  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
shall  have  charge  of  the  Club  Houses.  They 
shall  have  power  to  employ  and  remove  house 
employes,  receive  the  complaints  of  members, 
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and  from  time  to  time  procure  such  articles  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  use  and  convenience  of 
members. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  elect  an¬ 
nually,  from  its  own  number,  or  from  the  general 
membership  of  the  Club,  a  committee  of  seven, 
which  shall  be  called  the  Cricket  Committee, 
and  which,  under  the  direction  and  control  of 
the  Board  of  Governors,  shall  be  charged  with 
the  management  of  the  cricket  interests  of  the 
Club. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  elect  an¬ 
nually,  from  its  own  number,  or  from  the  general 
membership  of  the  Club,  a  committee  of  five,  which 
shall  be  called  the  Lawn-Tennis  Committee,  and 
which,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  shall  be  charged  with  the 
management  of  the  lawn-tennis  interests  of  the 
Club. 

Sec.  7.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  elect  an¬ 
nually,  from  its  own  number,  or  from  the  general 
membership  of  the  Club,  a  committee  of  five,  which 
shall  be  called  the  Athletic  Committee,  and  which, 
under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  shall  be  charged  with  the  management 
of  the  athletic  interests  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  8.  Each  of  these  committees  shall  have 
power  to  make  rules  for  its  own  regulation  and 
government. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

Membership . 

Section  i.  The  membership  shall  consist  of 
eight  classes. 

Sec.  2.  Honorary  Members  shall  be  elected 
unanimously,  for  cause,  at  the  annual  meeting. 
They  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Club,  except  the  right  to  vote  or  to  hold  office,  and 
shall  not  be  liable  for  any  dues  or  assessments. 

Sec.  3.  Family  Members  shall  be  at  least  twenty- 
one  years  old,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  the  Club.  Upon  payment  of  the  annual 
dues,  they  may  obtain  from  the  Treasurer  cards  of 
admission  for  the  ladies  who  are  members  of  their 
families,  and  residing  in  the  same  house.  Such 
cards  of  admission  shall  entitle  the  holders  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Ground  and  Club  Houses  at  all 
times  during  the  year  for  which  they  are  issued, 
and  shall  not  be  transferable. 

Sec.  4.  Life  Members  shall  have  all  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  Family  Members,  but  shall  not  be  liable  for 
any  dues  or  assessments. 

Sec.  5.  Senior  Members  shall  be  at  least  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  6.  Playing  Members  shall  be  at  least 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  the  privileges  or  use  of  the  Country  Club 
House,  but  otherwise  shall  have  all  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  Senior  Members.  Upon  payment  to  the 
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Treasurer  of  the  additional  annual  dues  for  the 
current  year,  they  may  become  Family  or  Senior 
Members. 

Sec.  7.  Active  Members  shall  be  over  sixteen 
years  of  age,  and  under  twenty-one ;  and  shall 
have  all  the  privileges  of  Playing  Members,  ex¬ 
cept  the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office.  When  they 
reach  the  age  of  twenty-one  they  may  be  elected 
Family,  Senior,  or  Playing  Members. 

Sec.  8.  Junior  Members  shall  be  boys  under 
sixteen  years  of  age,  and  shall  have  all  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  Playing  Members,  except  the  right  to 
vote  or  hold  office.  When  they  reach  the  age  of 
sixteen  they  shall  become  Active  Members. 

Sec.  9.  Non-Resident  Members  shall  be  persons 
not  residing  or  having  a  place  of  business  within 
fifty  miles  of  Germantown,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  Senior  Members,  except 
the  right  to  vote  or  hold  office ;  ^nd  any  member 
who  removes  his  residence  and  place  of  business 
to  a  distance  of  at  least  fifty  miles  from  German¬ 
town,  on  written  notice  to  the  Treasurer,  shall 
become  a  Non-Resident  Member. 

Sec.  10.  Non-Resident  Members  who  may 
change  their  residence  to  within  fifty  miles  of 
Germantown,  shall  make  payment  of  the  entrance 
fee  and  become  Resident  Members,  and  shall 
notify  the  Secretary  in  writing  of  such  change 
and  the  class  of  membership  they  elect ;  but  the 
entrance  fee  shall  not  be  charged  if  such  mem¬ 
bers  have,  at  any  time,  been  Resident  Members 
of  the  Club. 
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A  Resident  Member  intending  to  be  absent 
for  a  year  or  more  may,  at  his  request,  be  placed 
on  the  Non-Resident  list  during  such  absence. 

Sec.  ii.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  make 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission  of  ladies. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Committee  on  Admissions. 

Section  i.  The  Committee  on  Admissions 
shall  consist  of  nine  members,  three  of  whom 
shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  November.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  committee.  Three 
negative  votes  shall  reject  a  candidate.  A  can¬ 
didate  for  membership  in  any  class  except  that 
of  Honorary  Members  shall  be  proposed  to  the 
committee  by  any  member  of  the  Club,  and  sec¬ 
onded  by  two  other  members,  who  shall  state  in 
writing  the  name  and  address  of  the  proposed 
candidate,  which,  with  the  names  of  his  proposer 
and  seconders,  shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  Club  Houses  for  at  least  two  weeks, 
after  which  time  the  committee  may  elect  him  a 
member  of  the  Club.  On  the  election  of  a  can¬ 
didate  the  committee  shall  notify  the  Secretary 
of  the  Club  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  committee  shall  have  power  to 
make  further  rules  for  its  own  regulation  and  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  through 
death,  resignation,  or  disability. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

Resignations. 

All  resignations  must  be  presented  in  writing  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Club.  No  resignations  shall 
be  received  from  any  member  in  arrears.  All  resig¬ 
nations  must  be  presented  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  November,  otherwise  the  member  shall  be  liable 
for  the  dues  of  the  following  year.  If  a  member 
resigns,  and  is  afterwards  re-elected  to  the  Club, 
he  shall,  upon  his  re-election,  be  subject  to  the 
regular  entrance  fee. 


ARTICLE  XV. 

Suspensions  and  Expulsions. 

Section  i.  Any  member  may  be  suspended  or 
expelled  for  the  willful  infraction  of  any  By-Law  or 
Ground  or  House  Rule,  or  for  acts  or  conduct 
which  may  be  deemed  disorderly  or  injurious  to 
the  interests  or  hostile  to  the  objects  of  the  Club, 
by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  present  at  a  meeting  :  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  at  least  seven  votes  are  cast  in  favor  of 
such  suspension  or  expulsion,  and  that  one  month’s 
previous  notice  in  writing  has  been  given  to  the 
member,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  charges  pre¬ 
ferred  against  him,  and  an  opportunity  afforded 
him  for  a  hearing  before  the  Board  of  Governors 
or  a  committee  of  the  same,  as  he  may  elect. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  request  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  any  member  who  has  been 
suspended  or  expelled,  or  on  whom  a  penalty  has 
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been  imposed,  provided  such  request  is  indorsed 
by  ten  members  of  the  Club  at  large,  the  Secretary 
shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  Club  to  hear  any  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Governors.  At 
such  meeting  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Govern¬ 
ors  may  be  modified  or  annulled  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

Dues. 

Section  i.  An  entrance  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars 
shall  be  paid  by  all  persons  elected  as  Family, 
Senior,  or  Playing  Members.  The  total  resident 
membership  of  the  Club,  exclusive  of  Honorary, 
Life,  Junior,  and  Non-Resident  Members,  shall  be 
limited  to  one  thousand,  but  the  Board  of  Govern¬ 
ors  may,  at  their  discretion,  increase  this  limit  up 
to  twelve  hundred. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  of  the  Club,  who  is  an 
original  subscriber  to  the  stock  of  the  Elton  Land 
Company  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
may  become  a  Life  Member  by  transferring  to  the 
Club  ten  shares  of  the  stock  of  said  company  ;  in 
case  his  original  subscription  is  for  less  than  ten 
shares,  the  amount  necessary  to  make  the  total 
payment  five  hundred  dollars  may  be  made  up  in 
cash.  He  may  also  make  any  of  his  sons,  who 
are  members  of  the  Club,  Life  Members  in  a 
similar  manner.  Any  member  of  the  Club  may 
become  a  Life  Member  by  the  payment  to  the 
Treasurer  of  five  hundred  dollars.  The  Board 
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of  Governors  shall  have  power  to  limit  the  number 
of  Life  Members  at  any  time. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  dues  of  Family  Members 
shall  be  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  The  annual  dues  of  Senior  Members 
shall  be  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  The  annual  dues  of  Playing  Members 
shall  be  fifteen  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  The  annual  dues  of  Active  Members 
shall  be  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  The  annual  dues  of  Junior  Members 
shall  be  two  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  The  annual  dues  of  Non-Resident  Mem¬ 
bers  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  All  annual  dues  are  payable  in  advance 
on  January  1st  of  each  year,  but  members  elected 
after  August  1st  of  any  year  shall  pay  only  half  the 
annual  dues  for  the  year  in  which  they  are  elected. 

Sec.  10..  Candidates  elected,  on  payment  of  the 
entrance  fee  and  dues  for  the  current  year  or  half 
year  shall  become  members  of  the  Club,  and  shall 
receive  from  the  Treasurer  a  card  of  admission  to 
the  Ground  and  Club  Houses  at  all  times,  upon 
which  shall  be  printed  the  privileges  of  the  class  of 
membership  to  which  they  have  been  elected. 
The  election  of  any  candidate  shall  be  void  if  he 
fails  to  make  such  payment  within  thirty  days  after 
notice  of  his  election  has  been  mailed,  addressed 
to  him  at  the  place  given  as  his  residence  on  the 
posted  list  of  candidates. 
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Sec.  ii.  When  the  dues  of  any  member  shall 
remain  unpaid  for  the  period  of  four  months,  the 
Treasurer  shall  notify  him  that  unless  the  same 
are  paid  within  one  month  thereafter  his  name 
shall  be  posted  in  the  Club  Houses  as  a  delin¬ 
quent,  and  unless  paid  within  two  weeks  after 
such  posting  his  membership  shall  cease,  and  in 
case  such  dues  be  not  paid  pursuant  to  such 
notice,  or  such  default  be  not  accounted  for  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  he 
shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member,  and  shall 
forfeit  all  his  interest  in  the  property  of  the  Club, 
whether  real  or  personal. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Sinking  Fund. 

All  moneys  derived  from  entrance  fees  and 
life-memberships  shall  be  deposited  in  a  separate 
account,  which  shall  be  called  “The  Sinking- 
Fund,”  and  which  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Fi¬ 
nance  Committee.  This  fund  shall  not  be  used 
for  any  purpose  other  than  the  permanent  im¬ 
provement  of,  or  for  acquiring  the  ownership  of, 
the  property  leased  by  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Rules. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  pre¬ 
pare  and  enforce  rules  regulating  the  use  of  the 
Ground  and  Club  Houses  by  the  members. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Governors  shall  have 
power  to  charge  the  public  an  entrance  fee  to 
the  Ground  upon  such  occasions  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  and  such  entrance  fees  shall  be¬ 
come  part  of  the  revenues  of  the  Club. 

Sec.  3.  No  games  other  than  Cricket  and  Lawn- 
Tennis  shall  be  played  on  the  Club  grounds 
without  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

Notices. 

Any  member  may  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  kept 
at  the  Club  House,  a  mail  address  to  which  all 
notices  to  be  sent  to  him  shall  be  directed.  In 
default  of  such  entry,  such  notices  shall  be  served 
by  sending  them  to  the  member’s  last  known 
address. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

Amendments. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Club,  annual  or  special,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  Notices  of 
proposed  amendments  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
Secretary  and  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
the  Club  Houses  at  least  twenty  days  before  the 
meeting  at  which  it  is  proposed  to  consider  them, 
and  the  Secretary  shall  cause  such  notices  to  be 
printed  and  sent  to  each  member  at  least  five 
days  before  such  meeting. 
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GROUND  RULES. 


1.  On  Sunday  all  entrances  to  the  grounds  ex¬ 
cept  the  northern  gate  on  Manheim  Street  and  the 
small  iron  gate  on  Hansberry  Street  will  be  closed. 
Strangers  admitted  only  when  accompanied  by  a 
member.  The  Junior  Club  House  will  not  be  open. 
No  games  will  be  allowed  on  that  day. 

2.  Members  will  not  enter  the  Ladies’  Club 
House  except  upon  invitation.  The  Junior  Club 
House  and  balcony  are  reserved  for  the  use  of 
Junior  Members. 

3.  All  matches,  unless  delayed  by  rain,  must  be 
started  within  ten  minutes  of  the  time  previously 
agreed  upon.  Club  captains  are  requested  and  ex¬ 
pected  to  strictly  enforce  this  rule. 

4.  Shoes  with  cricket-spikes  or  metal  plates  on 
the  soles  will  not  be  allowed  on  the  lawn-tennis 
courts. 

5.  Members  and  others,  exercising  at  Manheim, 
will  be  required  to  dress  in  a  manner  appropriate 
to  the  place.  Out  of  respect  to  the  ladies  this  rule 
will  be  strictly  enforced. 

6.  Horses,  when  unattended,  must  be  fastened  at 
the  place  provided  for  that  purpose.  A  hostler  will 
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be  in  attendance  and  may  be  summoned  by  bell  to 
either  Club  House.  Horses  will  be  fed  when  de¬ 
sired,  and  blankets  are  provided  for  horses  under 
the  saddle.
